7. The composition according to claim [1] 24, said composition being for oral use, 
comprising 300 mg each of non-bovine chondroitin sulfate C, quercetin and D-glucosamine 
sulfate, in kernel [seed] olive oil [containing omega fatty acids and alpha tocopherol].. 

9. The composition according to claim 1. wherein said inflammatory 
disease is arthritis, [and] said composition is contained in an ointment or cream for topical 
application, comprising, in mg%, chondroitin sulfate 5, and one or more of; D-glucosamine 
sulfate, 5; quercetin 3; and kernel olive oil, 15. 

27. The composition according to claim 26, comprising 200 mg each of chondroitin 
sulfate and kaempferol in kernel olive oil. 
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
